Two killed in areas 
in Id el-Fitr clashes

IDF troops shot and killed 
two Palestinians and wounded at 
least 12 others in widespread 
clashes in the territories on the 
first day of the Moslem Id el-Fitr 
festival. 

At the Kalandia refugee camp 
early yesterday moming, Yaron 
Betzalleli. 26, a Jerusalem con- 
tractor. was seriously wounded 
in the head when he was hit bv a 
rock thrown at his car on the 
Jerusalem-Ramallah highway. 
After he was hit, Betzalleli’s car 
went off the road and smashed 
into a wall. He suffered a frac- 
tured skull and was undergoing 
surgery last night at the Hadas- 
sah Hospital in Ein Karem. 

The protests followed calls for 
strikes, demonstrations and me- 
morial marches for Palestinians 
killed in the uprising, and for 
slain PLO military chief Khalil 
al-Wazir (Abu Jihad). 

Businesses and offices were 
closed in observance of the holiday; 
labourers did not go to work in Isra- 
el; and curfews confined residents to 
their homes in eight communities, 
including Nabius and surrounding 
refugee camps. 

At the village of Azmut near Nab- 
lus, protesters burned tyres, flew 
Palestinian flags and hurled stones 
at troops after morning prayers at 
the local mosque. Sources in Nablus 
said troops opened fire, critically 
wounding Ala a-Din Saleh, 15, in 
the chest, and wounding another 
man in both legs. Saleh was evacuat- 
ed in ἃ local vehicle, but was trans- 
ferred by troops to an army jeep and 
later died. the sources said. 

Military sources said the body of 
an Azmut resident was brought to 
hospital in Nablus, and the IDF is 
investigating the cause of death. Sa- 


leh’s body was taken to the forensic 
institute at Abu Kabir for an autop- 
sy. 

At Kalkilya, troops shot and 
wounded six residents in a clash with 
demonstrators after the holiday 
prayers, local sources said. Military 
sources said two persons were 
wounded in a clash that broke out 
when troops broke up a procession 
to the focal cemetery, and the 
marchers pelted soldiers with 
stones. 

The sources said soldiers fired tear- 
gas canisters and rubber bullets, be- 
fore shooting live amrouniticn. 

At Idna near Hebron, troops shot 
and wounded three villagers, two of 
them seriously, after a Border Po- 
lice force that entered the village 
was attacked with petrol bombs and 
rocks, according to milicary sources. 

Troops wounded two protesters 
at the Kalandia refugee camp north 
of Jerusalem. A curfew was imposed 
on the camp after a passing Israeli 
car was stoned, and a passenger was 
seriously injured. 

Troops shot and wounded a youth 
at Jneid near Nablus. after they en- 
tered the village to remove Palestin- 
ian flags, local sources said.

Police say settler killed shepherd for land

Shilo settler Israel Ze’ev shot an 


' Arab shepherd earlier this month 


because of a land dispute and not 
because the shepherd attacked him, 
the police maintained in the Jerusa- 
jem Magistrates Court yesterday. 
The court remanded Ze’ev for a fur- 
ther 1G days. 

The police said that Ze’ev was 
suspected of murder and attempted 
murder. “There is no evidence that 
there was provocation” on the shep- 
herd’s part. the court document 
said. 

The dispute between the shep- 
herds and the settlers of Shilo con- 
cerned an abandoned piece of land 
that the shepherds had moved into 
and which did not officially belong 
to the Shilo settlement, the police 
document said. 

On May 5. Ze’ev fired his M-16 
rifle at four shepherds who were 
grazing their sheep near Shilo. One 
of them. Jodeh Muhammed Awad. 
28, of Turmus Aya, was killed, and 
another. Rizek Awad abu Naim, 28, 
was wounded, 


Ze'ev said that he fired in self- 
defence when the shepherds at- 
tacked him with stones but Rizek 
said in a sworn affidavit that Ze'ev 
had killed Awad in cold blood.

MK Amira Sartani (Mapam) yes-

Lebanese. 

The dead at the Acropol Hotel 
included a young British family of 
four and a Sudanese army brigadier, 
Omar Abdul-Karim, cut down by 
explosions as they ate Sunday din- 
ner, said Col. Mutasim Osman 
Karim, a police explosives expert. 

An unidentified foreigner was re- 
ported killed in the second attack, at 
the pearby Sudan Club, frequented 
by Britons and citizens of Common- 
wealth countries.

Herzog 
agrees to 
intervene 
in health 
crisis

President Herzog yesterday ac- 
ceded to an appeal by Health Minis- 
ter Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino to 
use the power of his office to per- 
suade the sides in the continuing 
public health crisis to reach a solu- 
tion. 

In her visit to the president. the 
minister was accompanied by haifa 
dozen directors of public hospitals, 
which are almost paralysed after 
weeks of sanctions by their dactors. 

Arbeli-Almoslina warmed that 
lives were being endangered by the 
continuing fabour disputes in gov- 
emment and Kupat Holim Clalit 
hospitals. and by low budgets and 
deterioration in equipment. 

The minister maintained that the 
staff “give their very souls” to their 
patients. and fulfil their duties for a 
“pittance™ under impossible work- 
ing conditions. She accused the gov- 
ernment of procrastinating for 
months, and said that the cabinet 
had not even devoted more than a 
few minutes to the crisis until the 
three-hour discussion on Sunday. 

Herzog said that he couldn't take 
sides in the fight between the Health 
and Finance Ministries, and that he 
could actively intervene only if both 
sides asked him to. 

But he promised to “bring to bear 
all the weight™ of his office in an 
attempt to shake up the parties and 
get them to negotiate a solution. 


Meanwhile, Kupat Holim hospi- 
tal doctors. who want generous 
overtime payments for working a 
second shift. are continuing their 
sanctions. now in their seventh 
week.

Student’s suicide sets 
Seoul tension soaring 


SEOUL (Reuter) -- South Korean police went on top alert yester- 
day after a student suicide raised fears of violent anti-government 
protests to mark Wednesdav’s anniversary of a bloody 1980 uprising 
in the south-western city of Kwangju. 

Tensions were high in Seoul where students mourned Sunday's 
death of a colleague who stabbed himself in the stomach and jumped 
Before his suicide leap, Cho Song-Man, 24. shouted “Down with the 
culprits of the Kwangju massacre and called for the resignation of 
President Roh Tae Woo, an army leader at the time the rebellion was 
crushed. 

The Seoul National University chemistry student. who also called 
on Roh to free all political prisoners, died a few hours later in 
hospital. 

Hundreds of students and dissidents, many masked and armed with 
iron bars, set up barricades around the hospital mortuary and kept 
vigil overnight by Cho's body. 

They planned to move the body later to the cathedral where church 
authorities gave permission for it to lie until a grandiose funeral 
planned for Thursday. 

At least 100 riot police were standing by near the cathedral 
yesterday morning but eyewiinesses reported no clashes. 

Before Cho’s death, the weekend saw the worst student-police 
clashes in the South Korean capital this year. 

On Saturday, hundreds of police fought pitched battles with some 

. 15,000 radicals demonstrating in favour of allowing Communist 
North Korea to co-host this summer's Olympic Games. The games 
are scheduled to open in Seoul on September 17. 

The students, from 70 universities across the country, said allowing 
Pyongyang to share in organizing the world sports festival should be a 
first step towards reunifying the peninsula, divided since 1945. 4 

North Korea has said it will boycott the Games because an offer - 
from the International Olympic Committee for Pyongyang to stage a 
bandfal of events was inadequate. 

Just before committing suicide, student Che echoed this call from 
his position atop a four-storey cathedral building, throwing down 
leaflets demanding the north be allowed co-hosting rights.

Jitters over strategic cooperation | 


WASHINGTON. - In some ways, 
the impressive U.S.-Israeli strategic 
coaperation of recent years appears 
to moving full speed ahead. In Janu- 
ary 1987, for example, Israel's status 


was formally elevated to that of a 
“major non-NATO ally.” Others in 


this category are Japan, Australia, 
South Korea and Egypt. 
However, behind-the-scenes, 
there are some disturbing trends. 
‘Israeli officials and other supporters 
of Israe] are quietly worried about 
what they say is the slow pace of 
progress in several key areas. 


"U.S. officials strongly deny these- 


allegations. To back up their point, 
they note the formal, five-year 
Memorandum of Agreement signed 
by President Ronald Reagan and 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
which institutionalized many of the 
strategic cooperation improvements 


implemented during the Reagan: 


administration. 


The Americans make the point 
that the slow progress in moving 
ahead with some specific deals is 
basically the result of budget cutting 
at the Pentagon. They deny that 
there are political reasons. 


Israeli officials are not convinced. 
They wonder whether the five 
months of Palestinian uprising on 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip and 
the refusal by the Israeli govern- 


ment to endorse Secretary of State 
George Shultz’s peace initiative 
bave resulted in Washington's most 
recent actions in this area. 

There are charges that the Penta- 
gon is not doing enough to promote 
the development of israel’s pro-

- missile (ATBM). designed to knock 


down incoming Soviet-made, 
ground-to-ground missiles. There 
are reports that the Arrow — an ele- 
ment in the Reagan Administra- 
tion's Star Wars concept -- is only 
three years away from deployment if 
the reguired U.S. funding is made 
available. 


This concern was under- 
scored at a Congressional hearing 
last week when Democratic Rep- 
resentative Ted Weiss of New York, 
a supporter of Israel, asked a senior 
Pentagon official about the status of 
the ATBM project. Deputy Assis- 
tant Secretary of Defence for Near 
Eastern and South Asian Affairs 
Edward Gnehm denied that the ad- 
ministration was stalling. 

By any standard, there have been 
very dramatic developments in* 
U.S.-Israeli_ military and strategic 
cooperation in recent years. Thi? 
was pointed out the other day by the 
Heritage Foundation, a conserva- 
tive think tank in Washington, with 
close ties to the White House and 


the Republican party. 
It cited the October 1983 National 
Security Decision Directive, signed 


by Reagan, which established guide-. 


lines for closer U.S.-Israeli coopera- 
tion. A joint political-military group 
(JPMG) was organized to coordi- 
nate U.S.-Israeli military exercises, 
security planning, and the pre-posi- 
tioning of U.S. military equipment 
in Israel. .

In its policy statement. the Heri- 
tage Foundation proposed that the 
April 21 MOA be folfowed up with 
the establishment of an actual U.S.- 
Israeli Defence Council. 


The Heritage statement also re- 
ferred to the increase in Israeli mili- 
tary exports to the U.S. Israeli mili-

Tora studies in the Aleppo synagogue, the oldest in the world still 
in use. A model and a rare collection of photographs of the 
synagogue — provided by Aleppo-born Sarah Shammah, who now 
lives in Jerusalem -- go on view at the Israel Museum this evening. 
Also on show will be the Aleppo Codex, the earliest and most 
authoritative masoretic Bible in existence. The Codex (the famous 
Keter or Crown) was produced in Tiberias in the first half of the 
10th century and was used by Maimonides when writing his own 
Tora scroll. Originally presented to a Karaite synagogue in Jerusa- 
fem, the Codex was ransomed by the Cairo Jewish community 
after the sack of Jerusalem by the Seljuks in 1071, or possibly by 
the Crusaders in 1099. After that it was kept in great veneration in 
Aleppo. It was preserved intact until the attack on the Jewish 
community there in 1947, when part of the Codex was burned 
(only 294 of the 380 leaves have survived). It was then brought to 
Jerusalem. where it is kept at the Ben-Zvi Institute.

GORBACHEV'S popularity in Ar- 
menia, like his illuminated portrait 
beaming down on shoppers in Yere- 
van‘’s Lenin Square, is enormous. 
It’s a curious fact that there is a 
more visible Gorbachev cult in the 
Armenian capita] than in Moscow; 
recently, according to eyewitness re- 
ports, a million people were out 
demonstrating, in a republic whose 
total population is a little over three 
million. 

Their demand for a boundary re- 
vision, which would let them reclaim 
the Nagorny Karabakh province 
from their Azerbaijani neighbours 
has been turned down, but in Yere- 
van people are celebrating what 
they interpret as a victory. 

At the beginning of this month, 
television viewers in Karabakh were 
able to tune into Armenian televi- 
sion. The population of this prov- 
ince, which is lovated in Azerbaijan, 
is 80 per cent Armenian.

As well as the nationalistic fer- 
vour, there was the usual fascinatiun 
with Western music, consumer 
goods, and Spid — known to us as 
Aids — mixed with a special entre- 
preneurial flair. In the park there 
was Eduard, who announced: “Me 
and my brother have a cooperative. 
We sell jeans.” For Eduard, politi- 
cal upheaval could mean fewer visi- 
tors from the West.

They found 
photographs of victims massacred 
by the Turks more than 70 years 
ago, recognizing them at once. All 
went quiet. They were not prepared 
ever to discuss it. 


In the back streets near Yerevan 
central market. a beautiful ancient 
mosque is falling into disrepair. Its 
courtyard has been turned inte pri- 
vate plots, to rear geese and chick- 
ens. Weeds are growing from the 
minaret. The sight of visitors brings 
Karina scutthing out, anxious to 
practice her English. 

The mosque had belonged to the 
Persian Khan. but “he was very 
wild, very ruthless, killed many Ar- 
menians. Armenians were glad 
when the Russians come.” The Rus- 
sians had saved eastern Armenia 
from the Turkish massacres which 
Karina called “Armenia’s open 
wound.” The government she was 
praising, of course, was that of the 
Tsar. 

Karina’s friend wanted us to know 
that there are Armenian churches in 
London, and the “ruler of Califor- 
nia" is Armenian. I mentioned my 
cousin who married an Armenian 
from Iran, but Karina brushed that 
away —‘a real Armenian doesn’t live 
in Persia!" These are people who 
will never forget.

The Ministry of Agriculture has issued a 
warning to the general public agains! eating 
white cheese made from unpasteurized sheep or 
cat's milk. This is due to brucellosis, the 
disease which has affected some of the Beduin 
flocks on the West Bank that were not 
inoculated this year. 
‘The consumption of cheese made from sheep's or 
goat's milk that has not undergone the 
pasteurization process is absolutely forbidden. 
‘There is no danger, however, in consuming 
cheeses produced by authorized dairies such as 
Touva, Tara, of Strauss, since these dairies 
meticulously ensure that all their products 


undergo pasteunzation. 

Knesset Member Avraham Katz-Oz, the Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture, said that thousands of 
consumers are buying cheeses of unclear origin 
from unauthorized stores. These people are _ 
subject 10 extreme danger. The Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture also said that there are many 
“unscrupulous elements” in the cheese market 
who do not pay sufficient altention to the origin 
of the producis they sell.

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AN ISRAELI computer pro- 
gramme is slimming the silhouettes 
of Americans and West Germans. 
Produced by the Tel Aviv software 
company Adar, the “Computerized 
Diet” is being marketed in English 
and German in pharmacies abroad, 
where it has aroused a t deal of 
interest. It was first developed in 
Hebrew and then translated into the 
two other languages. ; 

The software requires the client to 
“feed” the computer such personal 
information as height. weight, de- 
sired weight and food preferences. 
The computer printer will produce 
menus and recipes for a personal- 
ized diet. 

The West German software was 
suited to the national diet and food 
of that country. If marketing contin- 
ues ta go well, Adar plans to pro- 
duce a special version for home 
computers. The software would 
then become “‘a personal diet advis- 
er and would contain a great deal 
more information than the pharma- 
cy-type programme,” according to 
David Razin, director-general of 
Adar. 

The company is not yet promoting 
the Hebrew version here. 


WANT TO KNOW the exact size of 
your living room without going on 
bended knee with a tape measure or 
counting out your floor tiles and es- 
timating?

AN ADVANCED typewriter key- 
board that “puts cognition at your 
fingertips” has been developed in 
the Technion’s Industrial and Man- 
agement Engineering Faculty.

ahead of anything on the market. 

With five keys and two switch 
keys that permutate combinations, 
the machine should enable a starter 
to reach the proficiency of a profes- 
sional typist with two years’ experi- 
ence in 15 to 20 hours of practice, 
using only one hand, according to its 
developer, Professor Daniel 
Gopher. 

Tt can also be worked with both 
hands, using 10 keys, to either speed 
up the typing by 40 per cent, or 
allow the typist to write in two lan- 
guages, Or two texts, simultaneous- 
ly. “The brain can quite easily ad- 
just to dual-language typing and we 
think we have overcome many of 
the difficulties of dual-language ma- 
chines that make their operation 
cumbersome.” he said. 

Gopher said that the conventional 
typewriter, invented 150 years ago, 
has the technical limitations of that

time. “For reasons of conservatism 
it has been preserved and I believe 
the time has come to change it.” 

He said the company had. pre- 
pared two working models, compat- 
ible with IBM personal computers 
and word processors. 


FOOD ODOURS and thinking | 
- about food can have calming effects 


on people, according to research by 
Yale University psychologists Gary 
Schwartz and Tyler Lorig. They 
looked into the relaxation-indnci 


activity of students as they sniffed 
each scent for a minute. Spiced ap- 
ple showed the strongest effect, with 
more alpha waves and fewer theta 
waves in a pattern associated with a 
relaxed but awake state. ἢ 
They then measured the brain 
waves of students who performed 
difficult math problems and then 
imagined relaxing events like sink- 
ing into an easychair or eating their 
favourite food. Brain waves indicat- 
ed relaxation when students thought 
of food. Schwartz believes that part 


of the effect is due to the fact that - 


people slow their breathing when 
smelling a pleasant odour. The scent 
may also distract attention and in- 
duce positive emotions. He suggests 
that food scents can be bottled and 
sold to help people relax. 


THREE-YEAR-OLD children 
should not be pushed to learn com- 
puters, according to Prof. Pnina 
Klein of Bar-Han University’s 
school of education.

A STUDY Of California’s remote | 


and spectacular Mono Lake indi- 
cates that radioactive waste might 
have been secretly dumped in one of 
the nation’s most important bird 
sanctuaries. Researchers said mea- 
surements of historical levels of ra- 
dioactive carbon in the lake about 
400 kms. north of Los Angeles sug- 
gest that nuclear waste may have 
been secretly dumped there in the 
1990s and perhaps again in the 


“We think radiocarbon had to be _ 


added to that lake in large quanti- 


lake by measuring the carbon-14 de- 
posited along its shoreline. Each 
year the lake has shrunk in size and 
leaves deposits of calcium carbonate 
on a new shoreline. Those shore- 
lines record the shrinking of the lake 
the way tree rings record a tree's 
growth. Samples can be taken from 
various dated shorelines and used to 
‘provide a record of the. carbon con- 
tent of the lake at that time. Mono 
Lake is a scenic wonder that attracts 
millions of birds and hundreds of 
thousands of human visitors each 
year. 


THE SLEEK pink beast snorting 
and grunting in its pen looked like 
any ordinary pig.

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Two top officials say policies outmoded 
Banks slammed over lend

The Bank of Israel believes that 
the lending policy traditionally prac- - 
tised by Israeli banks is obsolete and 
often incompetent. = 

The banks’ sloppy criteria over 
whom to lend to, and their over- 
reliance on specific collateral as’ 
back-up for the loans they give, has 

‘been ἃ primary factor in the huge 
bad debt write-offs that the banks 
have been forced to make in the last ἢ 
three years. The entire lending pro- 
cedure, and the people involved in 
it, is in need of thorough review and 
updating. 

This harsh assessment of the 
banking system's shortcomings was 
made twice in the fast two days, in 
almost identical terms, by the two 
most senior central bank officials 
concerned with the banking system, 
Governor Michael Bruno and Su- 
pervisor,of Banks Amnon Goldsch- 
midt. 

This blast from the regulators, 
which was clearly carefully coordi- 
nated, also included a renewal of the 
pressure exerted by the central bank 
on the commercial banking system 
to reduce its size by cutting costs, 
firing staff and eliminating some ac- 
tivities. 

In speeches over the last two 
days, at different venues, but both 
to audiences composed mainly of 
bankers, Bruno and Goldschmidt 
seem to have set out to pierce the

atmosphere of well-being that has 
come to pervade the banking system 
as its profits have risen over the last 
15 months. Last year saw the banks’ 
profits reach record levels, and this 
year's are likely to be even higher, 
but the Bank of Israel apparently 
believes that without major struc- 
tural reforms, the banks’ profits will 
aot be maintained. . 

The central bank's onslaught be- 
gan on Sunday afternoon, at Tel 
Aviv University, which was hosting 
this year’s review of the banking 
system's results in 1987 on behalf of 
both itself and the Hebrew Universi- 


The supervisor of banks tradition- 
ally delivers the keynote address at 
this occasion, and Goldschmidt used 
his debut at this forum ~ be assumed 
his post last September — to review 
the banking system's profitability 
and risk policies. Noting that the 
banks’ business was to deal in risk, 
Goldschmidt cited figures showing 
that ia the five years since 1983 the 
banking system had wiped off bad 
debts to the tune of NIS 2.2 billion, 
or almost 5% of their loan portfolio 
to the public, and over 40% of their 
total capital. 

In addition, there had been very 
large debt reschedulings for several 
major borrowers and some whole 
sectors of the economy.

About the only good 
news the bankers heard from the 
central bank officials was Goldsch- 
midt’s announcement that his de-~ 
partment was discontinuing its poli- 
cy of setting quotas for each bank as 
to how many bracches it had to 
close each year. Instead, every bank 
would have to present its own staff- 
reduction programme to the super- 
visor of banks for approval.

PANIC NOT, the Treasury hastened to beg the public when 
the 2.7 per cent rise in the Consumer Price Index for April was 
announced Sunday afternoon, to the astonishment and con- 
sternation of all. There was nothing, really. to the index rise. 
said the official explainers, except a perfectly ordinary and 
easily predictable seasonal price jump. 


The Treasury had a point, although it was not precisely the 
point it had in mind. 

Nearly one half of the April rise had been due to vegetables, 
notably tomatoes. The inflated tomato prices had in tum 
resulted from an unseasonable cold which made the “queen of 
the salad” ripen unusually late. thus making it scarce as well. 
That would have posed only a minor problem had vegetable 
growers in this country enjoyed the same reasonable measure 
of state protection against price fluctuations as do other sectors 
of the farming economy. The scarcity of the domestic product 
could have been relieved, and its prices kept down, through 
imports. f 

But vegetable growers in Israel are subject to no overall 
planning: so if they produce too much for the domestic market 
and lose money. they can expect no recompense. and if, for 
whatever reason, they produce too little their only protection 
lies in a total prohibition on imports. Which is the real reason 
why the price of tomatoes shot up in April, dragging most 
other vegetables along. 


The Agriculture Ministry's odd, not to say risible. excuse for 
this prohibition is that “the Israeli housewife” does not care 
for foreign vegetables. Until recently many real-life Israeli 
housewives could give the lie to such nonsense by buying 
vegetables cheaply from Arab stalls in Judea, or Samaria. or 
Gaza, which for the purpose of the official ban are treated as 
foreign territocies. But such useful forays have lately become a 
trifle hazardous. In this situation the only defence against high 
vegetable prices lies in individual boycott, which cannot of 
course be overly effective in this country. 


It was not seasonal. but structural, factors which made 
certain that the lovely tomato would wreak havoc with the 
finance minister's plans of bringing the rate of inflation this 
year down to 12 per cent. It will be havoc, because the impact 
of the tomato on the public's expectations of further economic 
stabilization will not be erased by a lower Consumer Price 
Index for May. The impact, to put no finer point on it, is 
irreversible. ; 


Which does not mean that it must now be downhill all the 
way to hyperinflation again. Moshe Nissim's freedom of eco- 
nomic-policy maneuvering during the final pre-election 
months will inevitably be limited. Real wages have lately 
outstripped production, and real purchasing power has risen. 
yet Mr. Nissim cannot expect to slash wages by legislative or 
administrative edict. The stable exchange tate has itself done 
nothing to suppress inflation, yet a devaluation designed to 
improve Israel's balance of payments is now virtually out of 
the question. 


The one option still available to Mr. Nissim is that of a 
“package deai" with the Histadrut, which he spurned last year 
when it was suggested by Yisrael Kessar. It offers no iron-clad 
guarantee of a panacea, and it is bound to be enmeshed in 
compromise and concession. But the alternatives seem far less 
enticing. 


A bad master 


THERE is an old saying that fire is a good servant but a bad 
master. The correctness of this adage was proved yesterday, as 
great fires, apparently caused by the recklessness and the lack 
of foresight of men. laid waste to forests, orchards and crops. 

Admittedly. the heat wave that swept across Israel from 
southern Egypt was of a ferocity unprecedented in recent 
years. It struck without notice. and. like so many aatural 
disasters that afflict us. seemed to catch the country unpre- 
pared. There were severe breakdowns in the supply of water 
and electrical power in many places. aggravating both the 
discomfort suffered by the people and the difficulties of coping 
with the fires thut broke out. There are, though, no reports of 
failures an the part of the fire-fighting services: on the con- 
trary. they responded to the challenge with courage and skill. 
But they were inadequate. even when augmented by manv 
volunteers, and in one place even by light planes. 

The fuil extent of the damage has not yet been estimated. 
but it will obviously run into millions of shekels. The floss 
cannot. however. be measured in cash terms alone. Israel is 
justly proud of the way it has clothed denuded hills with forests 
over decudes -- in some parts of the North. all this work was 
tured to ashes in 3 day. israei’s farmers huve had to endure 
verv difficult vears. Recently they were blessed with a wonder- 
ful. rainy season. Now thev have sustained yet another blow. 

Nobody has ascertained yet the causes of the fires. but the 
clear indication is that the tragedy was man-made. Apparently 
the fires ail started outside the forests. Not by deliberate 
arsonists among Israe!'s enemies. as some might imagine, but 
for which there is no proof. Rather it seems that they were 
started, eveo if inadvertently. with appalling disregard for the 
hot winds which could not fail to spread them far and wide; 
and tkat they were sped along by the abseuce of the wind- 
breaks which farmers had long. and continually. been urged to 
provide as a hedge against such catastrophes. 

What has asa result been undone will in many instances take 
years to be done all over again. For the moment the only 
consolation is provided by the fond hope that a lesson may 
have been delivered, and duly leamed.

SOCIALIZED medicine is de- 
stroying socialized medicine. This is 
the inevitable- conclusion if one 
judges by results and not by inten- 
tions. A second conclusion is that 
the present so-called egalitarian 
health-delivery system, whose two 
main members are Kupat Holim 
Cialit and the government, is foun- 
dering, if not actually sinking. 

Moreover, paradoxically, partial- 
ly de-socializing medicine would in- 


“crease the socialization since it 


would provide many more persons 
with better health services and not 
reduce the services now given to 
virtually anyone. 

In the health situation today, 
there are many players. They can be 
classified in many ways, but perhaps 
an illuminating way is to divide them 
into two main camps, the losers and 
the winners. 

The losers include the majority of 
the patients and the majority of the 
doctors. The former generally re- 
ceive sub-standard treatment (there 
are many exceptions to this rule); 
the latter include the majority of the 
young doctors who get sub-standard 
‘wages. 

“Wages” is the key word here, for 
most doctors belong more to the 
“worker™ class than they do to the 
“employee™ class, which receives 
“salaries.” 

The winners are a minority of the 
patients and a minority of the doc- 
tors, specifically those senior physi- 
cians who are fully employed in 
hospitals. 

Here, patients get excellent treat- 
ment by paying large sums to the 
senior physicians. The treatment is 
probably just as good, if not better 
than that received by three other 
classes, all non-paying: politicians 
and senior civil servants who ap- 
prove and whom it is thus “‘danger- 
ous” to offend; leading socialists 
who follow the doctrine that “some 
are more equal than others: and 
employees of the medical system 
itself. 

The really big winners of the break- 
down in socialized medicine are many 
(but far from all) of these 
fully-employed senior hospital phy- 
sicians. They have opened up pri- 
vate ‘‘clinics” in their homes or in 
tented quarters where they receive 
ona after a full day's work in the 

\ospitals. 
With the average consultation fee 
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ranging from NIS 150 to NIS 300, 
they ad make more in one or two 
evenings at home than they get paid 
for an entire month's work in the 
hospital. This only becomes “black 
medicine” if the doctor uses hospital 
facilities for his private patients on 
the sly. 


IF WE HAVE winners and losers in 
this little game, we also have 2 cul- 
prit, namely the employers, specifi- 
cally the Histadrut and the govern- 
ment. 

The Histadrut runs Kupat Holim 
Clalit (which caters to the needs of 
three-quarters of all Israelis). Dur- 
ing the years it has been in power, it 
has made its influence felt in the 
government hospital system, which 
roughly follows the Histadrut 
example. 

For decades. these culprits have 
held fast to their belief in socialist 
medicine, that all persons should re- 
ceive equal treatment (but as noted, 
this does not include themselves) 
and that no fee should be charged. 

But since there are no “free 

, lunches” — as even the Eastern Bloc 
countries have learned -- someone 
has to pick up the tab. For decades, 
Kupat Holim Clalit (aided by the 
smaller sick funds) and the govern- 
ment have played a game of tossing 
the tab back and forth. The various 
sick funds are trying to balance their 
books; the national unity govern- 
ment is trying to balance its books. 
Neither side seems willing to budge. 

Tn the final analysis, the taxpayer 
must pick up the tab in one form or 
another. And in addition he must 
pick up the cost of this ball game. 
both to his health and to his pocket, 
for it costs money to filter his in- 
come tax bureaucratic hier- 
archies before it is retumed to him 
in the form of inadequate medical 
services. 

Bat the socialist ideologists refuse 
to recognize that the citizen has to 
pay; they believe that the govern- 
ment must pay. It is better that the 
government taxes the citizens and 
loses popularity. than that the sick 
fund charges a fee and loses 
Popularity. Ε 

The ideologists further claim that 
under a system of egalitarian medi- 
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cine no worthy person will be tumed 
away because he cannot pay the 
doctor's fee. This is nonsense. If the 
welfare ministry were to function 


better, it would pick up the tab for |" | 


these unfortunates from the tax pay- 
ments of the general public. 


WHAT EGALITARIAN medicine 
has done is to bog down the entire 
system. Since most persons believe 
services are free (deductions at 


source do no hurt very much). they ἢ 


exploit the system unmercifully. In- 
stead of going to their medicine 
chest for an aspirin, they go to the 
doctor to be examined, to get a pre- 
scription, to go to the sick fund 
pharmacy, etc. ὃ 

Result: the doctors don’t have 
time to examine truly sick patients, 
who therefore fail to receive proper 
treatment. 

Socialized medicine has also de- 
feated its purpose. In a much more 
important way. For years the la- 
bour-oriented parties have preached 
at the workers to demand adequate 
pay and to defend their rights, work- 
ing conditions arid social benefits. 

The chicken has come home to 
roost. Now the young doctors are 
demanding that their main employ- 
ers, Kupat Holim Clalit and the gov- 
ermment, honour their ideological 
commitments. 


PROBABLY THE ONLY thing 
that will resolve the breakdown in 
the present health-delivery system is 
the establishment of a system of 
two-tier medicine. 

The majority of patients, who 
don’t have the money to go to a 
private doctor. should pay a small 
fee to get routine services. And they 
can easily afford that. There are 
some 800,000 cars in Israel, which 
means that the majority of Israeli 
families have at feast one. Vast 
numbers of people go abroad every 
year or so, visit expensive restau- 
rants, buy “exclusive” clothes. and 
so on, Somehow they find the mon- 
ey to pay for all these gladly. 

The fee need not be large. But it 
should be large enough to weed out 
those suffering from minor ail- 
ments, who will save money by tak- 
ing an aspirin instead of visiting the 
doctor, thus reducing the queues. 
This income will help defray the 
wages of the doctors, aurses, iab 
workers, administrative statts, ana

TIME TO RECONSIDER 


To whe Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir,— Israel cannot escape the con- 
sequences of a choice of options at 
this fateful forking of the road on 
the West Bank and Gaza. Would an 
Israel that wanted to come to terms 
with the Arab majority in the West 
Bank and Gaza and beyond, con- 
duct itself as Premier Shamir has 
directed with the consent of the gov- 
emed in the Knesset? 


As a sovereign people. Israelis 
owe it to themselves to confront this 
issue and the corollaries linked to 
such a choice. 


Foreign countries. especially Isra- 
el’s great and often seemingly only 
ally. America. needs to confront this 
issue also. 


Suppression or negotiation? And 
with whom do you negotiate? 
Where there is a will, there ts a way. 
But to an American, it does not 
seem reasonable to want to negoti- 
ate. yet not with the recognized 
leadership seemingly overwhelm- 
ingly desired by the Arabs. if Israel 
wants to appear credible on negotia- 
tion. the terms are negotiable, not 
the negotiators on the other side. It 
teally takes Autzpa to find other- 
wise. and is an unacceptable affront 
to the Arab negotiating partner. 


On grounds of national security 
alone. the attempt to suppress the 
majority on the West Bank will re- 
quire military measures that proba- 
bly will increasingly alienate the out- 
Side world, divide Israel itself, and 
in the process make it a different 
people. In bluntest terms you also 
risk losing much more national secu- 
tity in America, compared to what- 


ever you hope to gain on the West 
Bank. And at the fod of th esl 
ing suppression, as 
successful in military terms, you will 
have achieved a population mix for- 
seeably more Arab than Jewish in a 
few years, barring mass 
deportation. 

The situation on the West Bank 
and Gaza demands that Israel get its 
act together to optimize what oppor- 
tunities remain. Politicians without 
such vision only stand in the way. In 
all probability, there is no way com- 
patible with civilized conduct to sup- 
press or evict from their land an 
Arab majority of more than 80 per 
cent. If the Israeli public cannot, or 
does not want to marshall the collec- 
tive wisdom to nudge its govern- 
ment to attempt some form of policy 
involving land for peace, the princi- 
pal hope embarrassingly has to lie 
with American pressure to provide 
the essential additional motivation. 
That judgement would risk choosing 
a path increasingly lonely. with all 
the consequences. 


If Israel collectively is content 
through its chosen leaders to persist 
in such ἃ course. as Americans we 
Must respect this - and sadly but 
firmly disassociate ourselves if we 
feel this irreconcilable with moral 
and sccurity considerations and 
America’s over-all national inter- 
est. Domestic political consider- 
ations will not indefinitely continue 
to tip the balance in American for- 
eign policy in the Middle East.

ARAB SILENCE 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Since the revolt in the Gaza 
and West Bank. moral analysis and 
introspection as practised by both 
Israelis and Jews worldwide has 
reached a state of frenzied panic. 
We have been inundated by moral 
condemnation in the media. The 
Jewish and Israeli psyches have 


been microscopically inspected. No 
aspect of the Jewish or [sraeli being 


or existence has been spured from: 


this often brutal and hostile exami- 
nation. The very existence of Jewish 
morality and right to exist has been 
challenged. 


What we have not seen is a moral 
search by Arab philosophers or 
leaders of their own actions. goals or 
methods. There is a terrible silence 
in respect to moral analysis and the 
application of moral values to the 
Arabs. Underlying this silence is ob- 
viously a basic acceptance of their 
claims and their methods. We have 
never heard an analysis of Arab 
goals or how they would see the 
future other than the “establish- 
ment of a secular democratic Pales- 
tinian state“ which is a shorthand 
phrase for the destruction of Israel 
and the subjugation of the Jewish 
population. 

Moral and intellectual honesty re- 
quires that the Arabs’ positions, 
methods and actions can be judged 
by the same standards as those ap- 
plied to Jews and Israelis. To allow 
multiple standards to be applied is 
to justify and excuse even the most 
abhorrent behaviour. 

Peace, to be a real living, growing 
Presence, must be honestly and truly 
sought by both sides. Peace cannot 
be merely a step in the process to the 
accomplishment of other goals. It is 
time that the Arabs address this and 
that Jews and Israelis stép claiming 
responsibility for the absence or fail- 
ure of peace. We must stop beating 
ourselves and allow the Jewish and 
Israeli psyches to heal. It must be 
realized that there will be no peace 
unti! there is acceptance of moral 
responsibility by Arab leaders and 
intellectuals.

Those preferring to pay 8 
physician should be reimbursed by 
Kupat Holim Clalit and the Govern- 
ment for the exact amount their visit 
would have cost if they visited a 
regular doctor, thus reducing the 
amount each private patient has to 
pay, and giving him something back 
on his sick fund dues. 

The senior physicians should be 
allowed to use hospital facilities for 
a fee. obviating the need to use all 
sorts of weird tricks as at present. 
The hospitals would get a slice of 
What private medicine brings in, and 
would be able to pay the junior doc- 
tors more. 

‘There is little chance that this will 
lead wide-scale to private medicine. 
The junior doctors have not estab- 
lished a reputation, and will receive 
few patients if they try to goit alone. 

The seniors are also tied to the 
hospitats. for they need the use of 
expensive equipment and services 
which they could never in their wild- 
est dreams hope to acquire for their 
own clinics: X-rays, tests, the medi- 
cal institutes, etc. 

The only losers in such an ar- 
rangement will be the senior physi- 
cians teceiving privately who would 
have to pay for the hospital facilities 
they use. But it is doubrful that they 
will be losers; they will simply in- 
crease their present fees from "ἴῃς 
NIS 150 -- NIS 300 range. 


EVEN KUPAT HOLIM Clalit has 
finally recognized that the present 
jerry-rigged system cannot long en- 
dure. And it has made slight steps to
